@ The Federal Communications Com- 
mission once again is testing the idea 
of reducing network domination of tele- 
vision. 

It has renewed its proposal that net- 

work ownership of programs be restrict- 
ed to no more than half the shows 
broadcast by the networks. 
@ They now own all or part of nearly 
everything in prime time. This arrange- 
ment has its advantages and disadvan- 
tages—some advantages being that the 
networks can plan their shows well in 
advance, finance likely projects, and 
achieve some sort of balance. The chief 
disadvantage is that—judging from the 
record—unless a network is in on the 
ownership of a program it stands little 
chance of ever getting on the air. 

In all fairness it should be pointed 
out that the networks spend millions of 
dollars each season on projects that 
never make the grade. It should also 
be pointed out that the present system 
leads to sameness in programming 
to repetition of successful formats. 
™ \In the early days of ‘the medium 
there were complaints that advertisers 
dominated television because they 
sponsored programs and, in large 
measure, controlled them. Then came 
the quiz scandals and the networks 
were criticized for relinquishing their 
program responsibility to advertisers. 
After the scandals they did take con- 
trol. As costs went up, advertisers were 
forced to hedge their bets, to buy spots 
on many shows instead of sponsoring 
one or two, or half of one or two. 

Now there may be from four to 40 
advertisers participating in a_ single 
program. This system serves to strength- 
en the network’s control of programs. 
® Still, we’re working now with a known 
factor. There’s no guarantee that inde- 


pendent program producers could do-

‘Congress has 


lost touch with 
the people’ 


Harris: 

“We have 

two revolutions 
going on’

Prick a pollster and you'll find a man 
with a few opinions of his own. 

Take, for instance, the country’s two 
leading vox populi samplers, Dr. George 
Gallup and Louis Harris, whose findings 
are noted and reported by TV’s politi- 
cal analysts. 

They’ve got a lot more on their minds 
than who’s ahead in the White House 
race. Oh, sure, they'll tell you the 
latest nose count. (Their tallies may not 
exactly jibe, but never mind. We'll get 
to that later.) But such stuff as that is 
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basic function fairly routinized. 

Far closer to the hearts of these well- 
known pulse takers is the state of the 
body politic as mirrored in the an- 
swers they get from citizens quizzed by 
their interviewers. 6 

Both men see the Nation at a fate- 
ful point in history, where it is crucially 
necessary that the country’s leaders be 
attuned to the people’s wishes. Harris, 
for his part, sees old party lines disap- 
pearing and being replaced by new 
“coalitions” of strange political bed- 
fellows. Gallup fears that democracy is 
in deep trouble because the people. are 
crying for reform and the politicians 
don’t hear them. 

As far as Gallup and Harris both are 
concerned, the man-in-the-street is 
sounding his attitudes loud and clear, 
and Washington had better be listening. 

Wondering what was on the pollsters’ 
minds as a topsy-turvy political year 
headed toward its climax, a TV GUIDE 
reporter made a é pilgrimage first to 
Gallup's quiet sanctuary in a second- 
story office behind a farmhouse on the 
fringe of Princeton, NJ., then sought 
out Harris in his New York office. 

Gallup, an affable man in middle 
years who is commonly regarded by his 
peers as the dean of pollsters, runs 
opinion surveys in a score of countries 
around the world. But he said that no- 
where is the headache as great in 
election-year opinion sampling as it is 
here at home with respect to screening 
out nonvoters, because 30 to 35 per- 
cent of Americans don’t bother to vote 
or are ineligible for various reasons. 
And in political polling, the opinions of 
those who don’t vote don’t count. 

This year, to complicate matters, 
“For the first time in this century we’ve 
got a substantial following for a third 
party,’ Gallup cited. “Traditionally, a 
third party attracts many people who 
have never voted. Probably many of 
those who favor George Wallace won't 
actually vote.” 

To top it all off, Gallup added, 
“There’s more volatility this year [in 
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voter attitudes], more ups and downs 
—the most, I'd say, since 1948. There 
are wild shifts. Also, the ‘undecided’ 
group is very sizable.” 

But these concerns were not what 
bothered the veteran pollster most. He 
was deeply disturbed that the Establish- 
ment seemed incapable any more of 
heeding what the people .are saying. 
For instance, Gallup noted, it has long 
been evident that almost everybody but 
the politicians wants election reform. 

“We know what ideas the public 
would accept,” he said. “They [the 
public] would reform the whole elec- 


toral system. They’d throw out the elec- 
toral college; they'd set up direct pri- 


maries. They’d approve of shorter 
campaigns. They would as soon move 
Election Day to September. The only 
reason elections are held in November, 
you know, is that years ago the farmers 
had their winter crops in by then and 
had time to come to town for rallies.” 

As matters now stand, with the elec- 
tion in November and Inauguration in 
January, ‘‘we put an unprepared Presi- 
dent in office,’ Gallup argued. 

Even this isn’t the worst of it, in 
his view. “Democracies all over the > 
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continued 


world are losing ground," he claimed, 
“for two reasons: (1) they're losing 
touch with the people, and (2) they do 
not have the right machinery for solving 
the social problems of our day. The 
members of our Congress have lost 
touch with the people. The people are 
50 years ahead of Congress, and no- 
body listens to them. It's the Establish- 
ment that gets in the way. No priest- 
hood, you know, ever initiates its own 
reform. That’s our trouble.” 

He saw one ray of light: 

“| hope we'll soon have a whole new 
breed of young people who won't put 
up with these old ways.” 


Harris saw change coming, but he 
envisioned it being brought on not just 
by young people, but by two groups not 
mutually exclusive but new on_ the 
scene as potent political forces: ‘‘the 
educated” and “the Change Coalition,” 
the latter a conglomerate of social and 
economic classes ignoring party lines. 

Jabbing a finger against a bound 
stack of computerized demographic 
findings the size of a New York phone 
book, the dapper, voluble opinion ex- 
pert exploded: ‘“‘Look at all this data! 
It's trying to talk to us! It tells us things. 
It says this is the most volatile, the 
wildest election year in our polling his- 
tory. But we're learning other impor- 
tant things too: it tells us the old 
economic issues don't have the same 
bite they once did. 

“What we have surfacing now are 
three great areas of concern: (1) Viet- 
nam, a subject on which many people 
feel rather sad; (2) race, which is the 
more emotional issue; and (3) non- 
conformity. And what we have is a 
commonality among people who want 


compromise in Vietnam, and white peo-- 


ple who feel a real accommodation 
should be made for the Negroes, and 
the people who see nothing so wrong 
in boys wearing long hair, and girls in 
bell-bottom pants. All these people are 
in the same group, and it cuts across all 
party lines.” 
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Harris warmed to his theme. ‘We 
have two new. coalitions—the No 
Changers and the Change Coalition. 
The No Changers are the older people, 
whites in the Deep South, lower-income 
whites in the Northern urban centers, 
and the conservatives, including Gold- 
water types, in the suburbs. The Chang- 
ers are the young people, the blacks, 
the Spanish-speaking and other minor- 
ity groups, and the new affluent, those 
making over $10,000. 

“It's a completely mixed-up pattern 
by old standards. 

“In another sense, we have two 
revolutions going on in America simul- 
taneously. One is the revolt of the 
blacks, which we all know about. The 
other is a far more quiet one: the revolt 
of the educated people; that is, those 
with some college education. The pro- 
fessionals dominate this group. For the 
most part they have no roots in any 
corporate structure which might damp- 
en their political views. They represent 
only about 25 percent of the voting 
populace now, but by 1975 they will 
constitute about 45 percent of it. 

“It comes down to a case of the 
most privileged people being the ones 
who want change, and the least privi- 
leged, in many instances, not wanting 
change. It’s Karl Marx upside down!” 


Harris noted that neither Richard 
Nixon nor Hubert Humphrey appealed 
to the Change Coalition. ‘This coalition 
is fractionalized in its political leanings,” 
he found. “Nixon and Humphrey are 
kind of the last residue of the Old 
Politics, interposed on an emerging 
structure of New Politics.” Wallace, 
Harris observed, draws his support al- 
most wholly from the No Changers. 
“It's entirely conceivable that Wallace 
may be the progenitor of the No Change 
candidate of 1972,” he suggested. 
Harris agreed that the screening-out 
of nonvoters from political polls was a 
problem. He said he was trying to get 
a fix on “‘a new breed of stay-at-homes: 
the Rockefeller and McCarthy fol- >

lowers."" The problem: ‘Past history 
indicates that these are not the type of 
people who stay at home on Election 
Day. They are the kind of people who 
care the most, not the kind who care 
the feast. Yet, this time, they are 
threatening to stay at home.” 

While Gallup and Harris claim to 
read fairly accurately what the man-in- 
the-street's mood is at the moment 
they question him, the two pollsters are 
as quick to deny that they can forecast 
attitudes or actions as they are to 
defend the statistical quality of their 
polling, which they insist is ever im- 
proving. “If the business we are in 
were predicting,’ Harris assures you, 
“I'd get out.’’ Gallup says, ‘‘We don’t 
predict. A poll really is just a photo- 
graph of opinion taken at the time the 
interviews are conducted.” 

Gallup and Harris employ similar 
interviewing techniques, each basing 
his findings on about 1500 interviews 
conducted in about 300 localities around 
the country. The interrogations are more 
than quick buttonholing of passers-by. 
A Harris poll interview, for example, can 
take anywhere from 45 minutes to an 
hour and a quarter. The resulting data, 
detailed as it is, can be assembled 
and computerized in short order. Both 
services are geared to turn out polls 
virtually overnight on occasion. 

While there are many pollsters— 
about 40 are well-established—and a 
number of them, such as Oliver Quayle, 
John Kraft and Don Muchmore, special- 
ize in political surveys, only Gallup and 
Harris regularly publish poll results and 
firmly decline to make surveys for polit- 
ical parties or candidates. ‘You can't 
serve two masters,’ Gallup says, ‘“‘and 
we don’t want any strings.” Gallup's 
poll is underwritten by 100 newspapers; 
Harris sells a column reporting on his 
findings to 168 papers and additionally 
does surveys for Newsweek. 

If polls are accurate and the Gallup 
and Harris surveys use similar methods, 
shouldn't they get the same answers? 
Not necessarily, it seems. Last July 
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Gallup found Nixon ahead in a trial 
heat, while a week later Harris found 
Humphrey leading. The disagreement 
so jarred poll readers that Harris and 
George Gallup Jr. (Gallup Sr. was in 
Europe at the time) felt compelled to 
issue a joint statement assuring every- 
body that the discrepancy wasn't really 
all that significant. They attributed it 
to the margin of error inherent in the 
sampling process and to one poll's 
being taken a week later than the other. 
But another prominent pollster didn’t 
think the flap could be so easily dis- 
missed. Burns Roper, son of Elmo 
Roper and president of Roper Research 
Associates, snapped: “The main thing 
wrong with the polls is that they have 
been overinterpreted, overrepresented, 
and overrelied on as measuring public 
opinion with micrometer accuracy.” 


Are the Gallup and Harris polls going 
to tell us before we enter the voting 
booth who’s going to win on Nov. 5? 

The two pollsters hope so, but they 
have their fingers crossed. They will 
make their final surveys as close to 
Election Day as_ possible: Gallup 
planned to interview on Friday and Sat- 
urday, Nov. 1 and 2, and to rush the 
findings into print Monday morning, a 
bare 24 hours before the voting begins. 
Harris indicated his timetable would be 
roughly the same. 

“We'll just hope to heaven nothing 
happens between then and Election 
Day,” Gallup grinned. 

What he'll manifestly pray doesn’t 
happen is a repetition of 1956. ‘Just 
10 days before that election,” he re- 
calls with a shudder in his voice, ‘“‘we 
had the Hungarian revolt and the Suez 
Crisis. In that last 10 days Eisenhower's 
vote jumped 2V¥x¥ to 3 million. If we 
hadn't taken a new poll in the last 10 
days, we might have been as wrong 
as we were in 1948.” 

And anybody who doesn’t know what 
happened to the pollsters in ’48 evi- 
dently never heard of President Thomas

Wilde: Then would you call it ‘‘under- 
playing’’ comedy? 

Bishop: Yeah, yeah. But it has to be 
done with a kind of a twinkle. 

Wilde: In a New York Times Maga- 
zine article by Gilbert Millstein, you said, 
“An audience always feels inferior. 
When you make them feel equal, you 
are actually making them feel super- 
ior.” Would you explain 
that? 

Bishop: Yeah. Too 
many guys put down 
audiences. Sometimes 
there are some who 
have a right to, but 
they have to have short-

than heard. The audience thought only 
they individually heard me; the others 
did not hear me. So you'd hear people 
say, ‘Did you hear what he said?”

Wilde: Do you have a strategy or a 
device to control an audience? 

Bishop: Yeah, complete honesty. 
That’s my strategy. Don’t kid an audi- 
ence. You can never be a star until you 
can take an audience by the hand. That's 
very important to remember. An audi- 
ence must trust you implicitly. They 
know in five minutes whether you are 
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just doing what you are 
doing to go over that 
night or whether you 
are doing it to enter- 
tain them. 

Wilde: Many psychol- 
ogists feel that most 
comedians are shy, in- 
troverted people who 
clown and joke prima- 
rily to cover up their 
own insecurity. 

Bishop: To cover up 
their own insecurity? 
Then what makes them 
different from all other 
people from all walks of 
life? Who in life doesn’t 
pretend if he’s going to 
the dentist that he’s not 
frightened? What lay- 
man doesn’t joke about 
going to the hospital 
with an  operation— 
even a feeble joke. So 
he too looks to cover 
up his own — short- 
comings. 

Wilde: The Greek phi- 
losopher Aristotle said, 
“Melancholy men are 
the most witty.’’ Why is 
that? 

Bishop: \t's an outlook on life. They 
take that which is adversity and juxta- 
pose it. But that’s not only true of 
comedians. You go to any battle front, 
and if there is a near-hit, somebody 
there will inevitably do some joke to 
relieve the tension. He doesn’t have to 
be a comedian. 

Wilde: Does it have to be someone 
with a sense of humor? 

Bishop: How do we define sense of 
humor? You could have a sense of 
humor if you receive good fortune, and 
not have a sense of humor any other 
time. Is that a sense of humor? You 
can be a miserable guy who apparently 
has no sense of humor and say some 
of the funniest things. And yet you have 
no apparent sense of humor. You get 
back to a way of life. 


Wilde: And the individual's approach 
to it? 

Bishop: Absolutely. Comedy is a form 
of religion. 

Wilde: Why do you say that? 

Bishop: Because it's how you live a 
life. 

Wilde: It appears that many comedi- 
ans come from poor families or had un- 
happy childhoods. Do you think these 
emotional and psychological scars were 
the reasons they became comedians? 

Bishop: Again, comedy is merely -a 


way ... humor is a way of overcoming 
adversity. 
Wilde: Do loneliness and being a 


comedian generally go hand in hand? 

Bishop: | think preoccupation and 
being a comedian go hand in hand. Not 
loneliness. Preoccupation is miscon- > 
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strued as loneliness. | can be sitting 
here, preoccupied, with some thought | 
may be going to use and people will 
say, ‘‘He’s sitting there all by himself, 
he’s not talking to anybody, he wants to 
be alone.’

the script girl, when she first started, 
would talk to me, and | said to her, 
“Don't get the impression because |'m 
doing nothing, that I’m not doing any- 
thing.’’ She thought that I’m just sitting 
at the desk. It’s not loneliness when 
you are involved with something—it’s 
preoccupation. 

' Wilde: What are the necessary re- 
quirements to become a comedian? 

-Bishop: Curiosity is the primary re- 
quisite. That's the only way to get mate- 
rial. There is no other way to develop 
thought waves. If your wife buys a gift 
for the house, and if you look at the 
gift and you dismiss it, you may be 
blowing a six-minute routine. But if you 
are curious about it, if you say, ‘‘My 
wife came home with a gadget and 
| defy anyone to tell me what the gadg- 
et is. You put it in a socket, you turn 
on a switch, and nothing happens.” 
You've started a routine. You look at 
all good comedians ...they will walk 
into a house and pick up articles and 
look at them. It’s curiosity. It’s curiosity 
about the news, about science, it’s cu- 
riosity about anything that develops ma- 
terial. Unless you have a curious mind, 
you cannot be a comedian. 

Wilde: It appears that an emotional 
rapport with the audience is stronger 
and longer lasting than an intellectual 
appeal. Why is that? 

Bishop: Well, an emotional appeal can 
act very well as a reminder, and every- 
body shares in it. You’d have to be an 
intellect to share in an intellectual ap- 
proach. Let’s talk about poverty. You’re 
gonna remind 95 percent of your audi- 
ence of either some relative that was 
poor or that they were poor. If you

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speak about intellect you may not re- 
mind them of anything. It is kind of an 
affair that you have with the audience. 
Many times if you say, “I know you 
married men out there well, 
you've already gotten a group. That's 
why mother-in-law jokes are so strong. 
Each guy knows exactly what you are 
experiencing. If you were to speak 
about your dean at college, you would 
have a very small percentage who would 


_ remember that they also had that kind 


of a dean. 

Wilde: Is this image of a friendly atti- 
tude and an unforced, honest delivery 
you have, a technique that you plan? 

Bishop: No. You can't plan technique, 
‘cause you can’t fool people for so 
long. It's something you have to feel. 
It’s as though | were to ask you, ‘‘Can 
you plan to be pleasant coming over 
here?” You could plan to make a 
pleasant entrance, but somewhere dur- 
ing the course of this interview, if 
you're not a pleasant guy, it’s going to 
come out. It has to. 

Wilde: You're considered to be one of 
the world’s sharpest ad-lib comedians. 
Is this a talent you were born with? 

Bishop: | don’t know if | was born 
with it, but | remember always having 
an answer when | was a kid. For ex- 
ample, if | was going to fight with a 
guy—if it came to a fist fight—if | could 
get myself out of it with humor, | did. 
There was no question that this guy 
could knock my brains out. | would 
say, ‘‘l just want to warn you, if | hit 
you, I’m gonna’ go down.” 

Wilde: What is it that allows you to 
ad-lib as well as you do? 

Bishop: Peace of mind. Yeah, a com- 
plete vacuum up here. A freedom. Noth- 
ing clogged up, nothing cluttered. 

Wilde: \f your son or a close relative 
decided to become a comedian, what 
advice would you give him? 

Bishop: | wouldn't give him any ad- 
vice. | think he’d have to find his own 
way. If he wants to be a comedian he’ll - 
find a way. | would just say, ‘‘Don’t do 
anything in bad taste.”’ (eno) 
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Jimmy Dean, the country singer, al- 
most staggered off the stage of ABC’s 
Operation: Entertainment at Fort Sill, 
Okla. His collar was wilted, his hair 
was wet with perspiration and _ little 
drops of sweat plopped off his nose. 
He gave a considered judgment of 
Operation: Entertainment. ‘This isn’t a 
show,” he declared. ‘‘It’s a_ survival 
course.” 

“It was a trifle hot that day,’’ admits 
Bill Carruthers, O:E’s producer-director. 
“It got up to about 120 degrees on the 
stage and stayed there. We had 8000 
troops sitting in all that heat and when 
a little cloud drifted across the sun, 


all 8000 of them clapped and cheered. . 


It was the first time | ever heard ap- 
plause for a cloud. 

“But if it’s not terribly hot, it’s ter- 
ribly cold or the wind blows or torna- 
does are reported on the way. The only 


thing you can do is psych yourself. 
When you get up in the morning, you’ve 
got to think, ‘It can’t rain today—l’ve 
got too much to do.’ It must work, be- 
cause we've done over 30 shows and 
we haven't been washed out yet.” 
“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, 
nor gloom of night stays these couriers 
from the swift accomplishment of their 
appointed rounds,” said a visitor. ‘The 
show must go on, and all that?’ 
“We can take the snow and rain,” 
Bill said, ‘‘but not the gloom of night. 
We've got to work by daylight because 
we can’t house our tremendous audi- 
ences. You give us that gloom of night 
and right away Operation: Entertainment 
is radio—sound without scene.” 
Television producers learned long 
ago that TV shows should be made on 
soundstages. Location is a bad word 
—location is where things go wrong 


almost as fast as costs go up. Origi- 
nally, the idea for Operation: Enter- 
tainment—a variety show at military 
bases throughout the country—had lan- 
guished because no one could figure 
out how to do it. ABC finally dropped 
the problem into the hands of Chuck 
Barris, O:E'’s executive producer. 

Barris sat in his Hollywood’ office, 
amid a clutter of souvenirs—dozens of 
hats, figures of trolls, stuffed alligators, 
a small boat, flutes, guitars, sheet mu- 
sic and autographed pictures, and re- 
called those early days. ‘You can do 
anything with enough money,” he said. 
“But this show had to be economical 
to get on the ABC schedule. 

“Any time you get out of the studio, 
things get expensive. Our job was to 
find a way to make an expensive show 
without spending too much money. 

“Problems in the field are- immense,” 


he continued. “The show involves 
putting up and taking down a stage 60 
feet by 40 feet, flying about 100 people 
into remote areas and getting them fed 
and bedded down. Trying to rent 100 
hotel rooms in a small town is some- 
what of a problem—one of dozens.” 

Nevertheless, O:E was put together 
—at about $130,000 a show—thanks to 
a young, talented and cheerful staff 
Barris organized, a staff whose official 
attitude is summed up by Joel Stein, 
production manager: ‘We're nuts for 
doing this—but we all seem to like it.” 

“Operation: Entertainment is live 
entertainment put on tape for later 
release,” Bill Carruthers says. ‘‘It's run 
straight through without retakes and 
we get only one shot at it. There is no 
prerecording or lip sync. Wally Heider 
rigs up 35 microphones and somehow 
he manages to come up with sound —

that’s even better than studio quality. 

“That's why weather is so important. 
Winds set up a rumble in the mikes, 
and rain—well, rain is just dynamite.” 

Disaster almost struck at Sheppard 
Air Force Base at Wichita Falls, Texas. 
“We'd just got set up and back in town 
for dinner when the field called and 
said there was a 50-mile-an-hour wind 
blowing. We rolled out there like a 
volunteer fire brigade. Guys were lash- 
ing down the set, what was left of it, 
when the phone rang. One of the guys 
handed it to me. 

“This honey voice came over: ‘Hel- 
lo, Mr. Carruthers. How you? You know 
thet little ol’ gal who plays ragtime 
piana on The Lawrence Welk Show? 
Well, | play piana jest like thet and | 
want to play for you. | got a costume 
and everything.’ 

““l’ve got a terrible storm on my 
hands,’ | said. ‘I can’t talk now.’ ‘Thet’s 
a shame,’ she said. ‘I'll jest hang up 
now but I'll call tomorrow, you hear?’ ”’ 


Professional talent approaches Oper- 
ation: Entertainment with more trepi- 
dation. ‘‘When some of the talent hear 
they've been booked in Beaufort, S.C., 
or Lawton, Okla., they usually scream 
a little,’ says Jim Washburn, associate 
producer, “but once they appear they 
are totally sold. 

“The talent likes the way we treat 
them. And then there are those in- 
credible audiences: 8000 to 25,000 kids 
screaming and hollering. The perform- 
ers understand audiences like that. We 
try to put on a good show for the men 
—we think more about them than about 
the home audience.” 

Jim flipped a letter across his desk. 
“I have worked on many, many TV 
shows, but | have never had the good 
fortune of working with a nicer group 
of people, a more caring and interested 
crew..." It was signed by Abbe Lane. 

“We've got dozens like that,’’ Jim 
said. “The commanders of the bases 
have been most cordial, too. There 
is an inherent conflict between the 
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military climate and the tinsel world 
of show biz, but we get in and out with- 
out causing the military too much 
trouble. | think they’re surprised to 
find we know what we're doing.” 

O:E gives two shows at each base. 
The first day the stage is set and 
the second day is for camera blocking 
and a talent run-through. “On Day 
Three, we have a dress rehearsal in 
the morning and give the show in the 
afternoon,”’ Washburn says. “The next 
day we block out the second show, re- 
hearse it and shoot it on Day Five. 
Then we pack up and do it all over 
again, two new shows, at another base.” 


Terry Gibbs, leader of the O:E All 
Stars, an 18-piece band, says, ‘On an 
ordinary show you'll rehearse all week. 
Here we do four shows in 10 days— 
28 days’ work. It can’t be done, but we 
do it all the time.” 

Performers shuttle in and out on 
very tight, elegantly-planned schedules, 
which sometimes work. Glen Campbell 
flew all night to get from London to 
Augusta, Ga., and had to dash out right 
after the show to a recording date in 
Los Angeles. He did not make it. 

“We chartered a plane so Glen 
could make a connection in Atlanta and 
we had a car ready and a sheriff's 
car to lead the way,’ says Joel Stein. 
“When Glen finished his number, we 
ripped him off the stage and the. sher- 
iff roared away at 100 miles an hour 
along the back roads and skidded up 
to the wrong hangar. We lost four 
minutes and Glen missed his connec- 
tion in Atlanta.” 

“Luggage is a mammoth problem,” 
Stein says. ‘‘Just the other day five 
people came in with 37 pieces of bag- 
gage—including musical instruments, 
amplifiers and wardrobe. There is no 
such thing as a skycap or a porter at 
these small-town airports. We lug the 
luggage ourselves.” 

“The thing to remember about the 
show is that we are completely divorced 
from a studio or the network,” says > 
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Jim Washburn. “‘It’s not like The Holly- 
Wood Palace, where, if an act cancels 
or is sick, you just pick up the phone 
and call an agent for another act. There 
are no agents where we go.” 

O:E staffers are masters of improvi- 
sation. Kaye Stevens arrives from Can- 
ada without her baggage, and Hal Hoff, 
the wardrobe manager, makes her a 
dress in four hours; Jane Morgan ar- 
rives without her music, and Terry Gibbs 
and two of his lads stay up all night 
to write new arrangements; ducks arrive 
at Parris Island from Florida but are 
killed overnight by some varmint .. . 

“| finally. managed to find five mal- 
lard ducks for a magician’s act,’ says 
Stein, “but Bill Carruthers said they 
wouldn't do. He wanted Donald Duck 
types, white with yellow beaks. We used 
the mallards for the dress rehearsal— 
probably the only stand-in ducks in 
show-biz history—and | got a new set 
of white ducks to the show in time by 
another 100-mile-an-hour drive.”’ 


An unexpected by-product of Opera- 
tion: Entertainment is the interplay 
among the staff, the talent and the 
soldier-sailor-marine-airman audiences. 
“A real rapport springs up among us,” 
says Jim Washburn. “The troops are 
pleased to find that show people can 
be so nice and the men always impress 
the talent. 

“It's interesting that the men are al- 
ways a little bit embarrassed by the 
sex pots on the show but they react 
strongly to honest sentiment.” 

So does the staff and the talent. 
“There is something very real about 
the men,’ Washburn says. ‘‘When the 
choir sings about peril, it’s more than 
a song. The peril is real—a lot of 
these men are going to be wounded or 
dead within a few weeks. 

“There are a lot of salary checks 
mixed up in Operation: Entertainment, 
but there’s more to it than that. The 
reason we work so hard at it is be- 
cause of those men.” eS)

Nabors to Quit the Marines 


Jim Nabors’ Gomer Pyle, in the latest 
Nielsen count the most popular series 
on TV (outrated only by ABC’s show- 
ing of the movie “Cat Ballou”), will 
vanish from prime time after this 
season. CBS has bowed to Nabors’ 
desire to try his hand instead at the 
sort of hour-long comedy-variety he 
has undertaken in occasional “Friends 
and Nabors” specials. The new show 
will begin next September. 


At first Capt. Wally Schirra balked 
at letting TV viewers have a look- 
see at life aboard the first U.S. three- 
man space capsule in orbit. But once 
he relented, the fun was on. Schirra 
lettered a card for the camera: “Keep 
those cards and letters coming in, 
folks.” Next day Maj. Donn F. Eisele 
opened with: “Coming to you live 
from outer space, the one and only 
original orbiting Apollo road show, 
starring those great acrobats in outer 
space, Wally Schirra and Walt Cun- 
ningham.” LHisele’s comrades were 
floating in front of the camera. It was 
easily the most original show of the 
new TV season. 


Beyond doubt, the surprise hit of 
the new TV season is Diahann Car- 
roll’s Julia, the first TV drama series 
to star a Negro. In a crucial Nielsen 
test just reported, Julia ranks fourth 
in popularity, tying Lucy and topping 
such favorites as Mayberry R.F.D., the 
Smothers Brothers and Bonanza. An- 
other seeming comer among newcom- 
ers: The Ghost and Mrs. Muir, in 
12th place. 


A CBS Playhouse production of J.P. 
Miller’s original drama, “The People 
Next Door,’ on Oct. 15 “socked the 
facts of life to its audience,” said the 
New York Times, “with a bluntness of 
language and a vividness of depic- 
tion that mark a definite turning 
point in the evolution of the medium.” 
The immediate viewer response, ac- 
cording to CBS: more than four-to- 
one “not just favorable, but terribly 
enthusiastic ... little feeling that TV 
had overstepped the bounds.” Audi- 
ence: an estimated 25 million. 


The TV networks have abandoned a 
plan they had quietly held in reserve 
in case Congress refused to lift the 
equal-time rule to permit Presidential 
TV debates. The idea: to offer the 
candidates joint appearances on eve- 
ning editions of Meet the Press and 
other interview series. “It’s all aca- 
demic,” a CBS News spokesman 
shrugged, “because [Richard] Nixon 
simply refuses to appear. He wouldn’t 
even appear alone on Face the Nation.” 
CBS offered him an Oct. 27 half-hour. 


Congress, in an adjournment-eve vote, 
finally ladled out $5 million in start- 
up money to the new Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting. It’s a drop in - 
the bucket in big-time TV terms, but 
only a million short of what NET 
runs on per year, and enough, CPB 
chairman Frank Pace Jr. thinks, to 
give the country—and next Congress 
—some inkling of the kind of pro- 
gramming public TV could deliver.

t very least we’re being given a 

broad slate of movie candidates 
for viewing on this pre-election net- 
work-movie week, with spectacle, 
suspense and trivia aplenty. 

On the spectacular side, Otto Prem- 
inger’s mammoth “Exodus,” made in 
1960 and last telecast in 1965, is being 
presented, as it was then, in two 
nightly installments. This enormous 
and ambitious story of Israel’s birth 
as a nation in 1947 compensates by 
its soul-stirring subject matter for its 
oversimplification of politics and 
skimping of history. Paul Newman, 
Eva Marie Saint, David Opatoshu, 
Ralph Richardson and Lee J. Cobb 
are among the performers worth not- 
ing—and the first installment the one 
most worth watching. 


Drop to the bottom of the fact- 
based-spectacular barrel with “Is Paris 
Burning?” easily the worst film of 
1966 (and other years) as an inco- 
herent, ponderous and lowbrow trib- 
ute to one of the great experiences 
of our time, let alone a ludicrous de- 
basement of the book from which it is 
allegedly derived. Hopefully teleview- 
ers won’t be subjected to the entire 
two hours and 41 minutes of bad dub- 
bing, incoherent politicking and par- 
ading of star faces. It’s one of those, 
“Hey, there” versions of history 
there, it’s Glenn Ford; hey, there, it’s 
Simone Signoret; hey, there, it’s 
Charles Boyer; with Quasimodo about 
the only character not called on. 
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For light relief, take a gander at 
“Masquerade,” as neat a job of der- 
ring-do-for-flag-and-fortune and se- 
cret-service spoofery as we've had 
in ages, with Jack Hawkins as suave 
and weary a manipulator as ever 
learned to come out on top, and Cliff 
Robertson top-notch as a smooth op- 
erator who’s horrified to learn that 
he has some scruples way down deep. 
Or if you like quality diversion of 
another kind, watch Bette Davis as 
“The Nanny,” as heavy-browed and 
droop-mouthed a menace as might 
inspire you to bar the nursery door 
to all but blood relatives and Mary 
Poppins. In this fourth of her latter- 
day ventures into Hitchcock-cum- 
horror, Miss Davis is out for charac- 
ter rather than hoax, and comes up 
with a beautifully controlled perform- 
ance as a jealous and voracious nurse- 
maid pitted against a willful and ob- 
viously disturbed 10-year-old. 

And if you like your situation- 
comedy trivia stretched over a two- 
hour period, you can settle for either 
“Boeing Boeing” or “Quick Before It 
Melts.” In the first you'll see Tony 
Curtis and Jerry Lewis grounding a 
sort of jet-age French farce, making 
it drearily prop-driven into the ground 
by their stolid performances; in the 
second you'll see a parade of young 
contract players struggling through a 
silly snow-bound story, but a penguin 
that delivers radiograms and a seal 
given to ogling girls take the acting 
honors.

When Hope Lange was 9, maybe young- 
er, she was on the Broadway stage. ‘‘We 
had to go down to see Mayor La Guar- 
dia to get permission for her to work,” 
says Hope's mother. 

Hope’s father, John Lange, musical 
arranger for the Ziegfeld Follies, died 
when Hope was 9. “He hadn't been 
able to work for several years prior to 
that," Hope says, ‘‘and he was too 
proud to go on WPA—much to mother’s 
disgust.’ Mrs. Lange, with four children 
to feed, opened a restaurant, ‘‘Minnette 
of Washington Square.’’ Hope recalls 
the restaurant with delight. “It was a 
wonderful growing-up place for us,’’ she 
says. “It was a core, a home.” 

When Hopie—as those close to her 
sometimes call her (pronounced Hopie) 
—was 10, she walked Fala, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's famous dog, around 
and around Washington Square in 
New York. ‘‘Mrs. Roosevelt came into 
our restaurant frequently—she lived 
on MacDougal Street, just a block 
away,’ says Hope Lange’s mother. 
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When Hopie was 11 and 12, she and 
her sister, Joy, spent hours emoting 
over Nelson Eddy movies. “Oh, how we 
wept,’ says Joy. “We'd take sand- 
wiches and watch and cry all day.” 

When Hopie was 13, she began to 
model for photographers. ‘Why? What 


a question!” says her mother. ‘‘For 
the money, of course.” ‘| hated model- 
ing,’’ says Hope Lange. “'I still loathe 


having my picture taken.” 

In which case, Hope Lange had 
better get herself ready for some steady 
loathing. As the star of NBC’s The 
Ghost and Mrs. Muir, she is a prime 
target for most of the photographers 
in Hollywood and environs. 


For one thing, Hopie is beautiful in 
a kind of clean-cut Teutonic way—a 
blonde girl with green eyes, ‘‘a sup- 
ple dancer's body,” a very fine smile 
and an antic but undefinable glint of 
humor. As Carolyn Muir, a young widow | 
with two cute children, a cute dog, a 
crotchety housekeeper, a real funny 
real-estate agent and a ghost to ro- 
mance, she seems well on her way to 
becoming a household fixture. 

When’ Hopie was 14, she began to 
study dance under Martha Graham. 
“Miss Graham told me | would have to 
give up everything if | wanted to be 
a dancer,’’ says Hope. “No college, 
no marriage. | gave up dancing.” 

When Hope was 17, she entered 
Barmore Junior College in New York. 
“It's closed now, but | didn’t close 
it,” she says. “I’ve had a lousy edu- 
cation.” 

When Hope was 19, she under- 
studied the leading role in a long- 
forgotten play. During the out-of-town 
run, she was summoned to the stage 
on short notice. “!l knew right then 
that Hopie was a trouper,’”’ says her 
mother, Minnette Buddecke Lange, a 
former actress. “She was absolutely 
collected and did the part well, al- 
though she had never rehearsed with 
the company.” 

Hope went to Hollywood under con- 
tract to 20th Century-Fox when she —=>

was 20. Her first picture was ‘‘Bus 
Stop,’ with Marilyn Monroe and Don 
Murray. During the production she was 
married to Don; they had met in New 
York. They had two children, Christo- 
pher, now 11, and Patricia, 10, and 
were divorced after a few years. 

Hope was nominated for an Academy 
Award for her role as Selena Cross 
in the movie ‘Peyton Place.” ‘Of 
course | want to be a star,’”’ she told 
a newspaper interviewer. “If | didn’t 
think | could become a star, I'd be 
in some other business.” 

Hope did not become a star in the 
atom-bomb sense, but she appeared 
proficiently in movies and_ television. 

“Hope was semiretired when we ap- 
proached her about The Ghost and Mrs. 
Muir,” says Lew Gallo, associate pro- 
ducer. ‘'Bill Self, the head of production 
for 20th Century-Fox television, persuad- 
ed her to come back. He thought she’d 
be perfect for the role—and she is—a 
brilliant choice.” 

Recently a visitor at Hope’s home 
in Brentwood asked why she was 
going back to work. “I’ve always 
worked,” she replied. ‘I enjoy being 
a wife, mother, cook and chauffeur, but 
| also like change. There haven't been 
too many movies in the last few years 
that didn’t entail location work. | didn’t 
want to be away from home, and | 
didn’t see any reason to take the parts 
| was offered. That left television.” 

Her husband of five years, Alan Pa- 
kula, a producer at Paramount, says 
Hope ‘‘backed into the series.’ ‘“‘When 
they first called me, | wasn’t interested,” 
she says, ‘but part of me is still an 
actress and | loved the pilot script.” 

The nonactress part of Mrs. Pakula 
took over as she spoke. ‘‘l really didn’t 
know what | was going to do,”’ she con- 
tinued. ‘| had no household help, and 
the children were out of school for the 
summer and there | was working... .” 
Her voice trailed off. 

And then: ‘lt seems to me there is 
a rhythm to life. Life becomes smooth 
and then things start to converge 
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and everything goes wrong. And 
then it’s all right again. As an individ- 
ual | want to balance things for my 
family and myself, but | still dort want 
to be confined. The thing is to keep 
yourself open to life and pursue things 
outside the home—art, politics, act- 
ing}, yoga =. i. 

The Pakula home is well-rubbed with 
living. There are pictures on the walls, 
a Paul Klee, a Pascin, a Ben Shahn. 
There are dogs—and eight umbrellas 
by the front door. ‘‘Alan always forgets 
to take an umbrella, so he’s always 
buying them,” Hope says. There are 
many books. 

Katie Manulis, also known as Kathe- 
rine Bard, actress, says, ‘‘Hopie’s every- 
one’s -favorite—a rare combination. She 
likes people and their children, and 
she likes feeding them and laughing 
with them. There’s a warm, earthy at- 
mosphere around her.” 

Hope herself says, “Dinner for four 
is the usual thing. The dining room 
can seat only eight people—10 if we're 
squashed. If we have eight for dinner, 
| get help, but | am frustrated if | 
can't cook, and | don’t like to pay some- 
one who can’t cook as well as | can.” 


Paul Sully, a television writer, says, 
“People are drawn to Hope—the most 
disparate kind of people. At her house 
you’re likely to find a New York chore- 
ographer, Christopher Isherwood, a 
decorator, Mike Nichols, Natalie Wood 
or a soldier back from Vietnam. Hope 
acts as a catalyst and everyone has a 
good time. There’s a lot of talk, but 
three-quarters of any evening is de- 
voted to laughter.” 

“Politics is big at their house,”’ Sully 
says. “It doesn’t dominate, but both 
Alan and Hope are interested and con- 
cerned about politics.” 

“We are trying to find out what we .

All are agreed, Hope is without pre- 
tension. ‘‘A couple of years ago, when 
Princess Margaret and Lord Snowdon 
were here, they spent a week or so at 
Sharman Douglas’s ranch in Arizona,” 
Sully recalls. “Hope and Alan were in- 
vited and had a great time. But here’s 
the point: when Hope got back no one 
knew where she had been—nothing 
in any of the columns. That’s typical. 

“Sometimes when | go over to her 
house, I'll have a cigar,’ says Paul 
Sully. ‘“Hopie keeps them in her re- 
frigerator for me. And, sometimes, she'll 
have a cigar, too. Not to show off— 
like a starlet eating orchids—but be- 
cause she likes the flavor.” 

Perhaps Lew Gallo, associate pro- 
ducer of The Ghost, summed it up most 
succinctly. “Hope is a_ well-rounded 
person.

During a football game at Baltimore 
last year between the Colts and the 
New Orleans Saints, a hard rain fell. 
Temperatures were measured in the 
mid-30s, and the game was even colder 
—Baltimore was giving the visitors a 
good plastering. It was the sort of match 
on which one of normal habit would 
walk out, especially considering the 
weather. But Baltimoreans don’t walk 
out on the Colts. They sit there as if 
consigned to their seats by a Prussian 
drill sergeant. 

And so they got soaked. Did they 
deserve better? They thought so, and 
so did Mr. John F. Steadman, sports 
editor of the Baltimore News American. 
Pleading their case with Blackstonean 
eloquence, Steadman put the knock on 
television. He counted six time-outs for 
commercials. 

“It was an imposition to the fans 
of Baltimore,’ he wrote, ‘'to have to be 
inconvenienced by television time-outs 
while they took a drenching.” 

At home, of course, it is traditional 
that one goes to the kitchen or wash- 
room during the commercials. It is hard 
to picture fans sitting through them in 
the stands. 

But the incident did reopen an old 
wound. Is it cricket to call time out 
for television during an event? Is the 
fan in the seats offended (not to men- 
tion rained upon)? Does it make a 
mockery of the sport? 


In the Rose Bowl football game of 
1966, UCLA, a big underdog to Michi- 
gan State, was nursing a 14-point lead 
in the second half and was under in- 
structions from its coach to slow down 
the game and give State as few plays 
as possible. Trying to keep the clock 
running, UCLA was foiled twice by 
time-outs for television. It won, 14-12, 
but its coach, Tommy Prothro, devel- 
Oped a nervous stomach. 

“When the weaker team is on top,” 
he complained afterward, “it contrives 
to kill time in the late stages, feeling 
that it could be ruined by even one 
extra play. When that clock stopped 
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for TV, | had some anxious moments.” 

An instance such as the foregoing 
could be described as a_ television 
abuse, and eyebrows could be arched 
over a televised soccer game in which 
a referee last year admitted calling 
false fouls in order to stop play for 
commercials. The ref hinted that players 
co-operated in faking the.injuries to ac- 
commodate TV. 

But the charge of ‘‘sellout’ needn't 
always be accepted when a_ sports 
event is stopped, however briefly, for 
television. Naturally, the purist in the 
stands is offended. But the same guy 
will be stationed before his set a num- 
ber of times during the season, enjoy- 
ing events at no cost. 


To American audiences, on the scene 
and in the home, commercials have 
become a fact of life. No one any more 
is sO naive as to believe that he can 
look at the Super Bowl, the World Se- 
ries or the Kentucky Derby without 
someone's fingering the tab. 

In its defense, CBS offers some facts 
and figures on that soggy Colts-Saints 
game that aroused the Baltimore citi- 
zenry. According to a network spokes- 
man, the game lasted two hours and 
26 minutes and thus was 14 minutes 
shorter than the average NFL. affair. 
About those six extra time-outs for 
commercials: four came after punis, 
one after a fake kick and one after an 
intercepted pass. ‘‘Each time,’’ says 
the CBS man, “the commercial took 
place while the teams were changing 
players, so that the delay imposed by 
television amounted to about 30 sec- 
onds in each instance, a total of about 
three minutes.” 

Actually, to viewers at home, com- 
mercial delays in themselves are not 
unduly objectionable. It is the com- 
bination of commercials and house 
plugs that frays the nerves of the man 
seated before the tube. The selling is 
relentless. 

Watching the game on TV last year 
between Green Bay and St. Louis, your 
venerable correspondent kept two 
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scores, one on the Packers and Car- 
dinals, and the other on CBS. It was a 
busy undertaking. During the course of 
the game, we counted three house 
plugs for upcoming hockey. Two other 
messages plugged a show featuring 
grizzly bears on Wednesday night. And 
then there was “Days of Wine and 
Roses,” starring Jack Lemmon. 

When a pass fell incomplete, we 
were informed that Caro! Burnett would 
be back in her old time slot next week. 
And while the players were unpiling, 
word came that The Red Skelton Show 
was a must. The CBS movie ‘‘McLin- 
tock"’ was “rough, tough, romantic and 
all-Western,’ and, on the following 
Sunday, a National League double- 
header would be seen over CBS. 

We even were told to watch the Cot- 
ton Bowl classic. And since it wouldn't 
be played for two months, you con- 
cluded that this reminder was for view- 
ers with a hell of a memory. 

In a football game we watched on 
TV one time, a team had advanced to 
the one-yard line. It was a critical mo- 
ment and we sat with a tingle of ex- 
citement. Suddenly, the announcer in- 
formed us that someone whose name 
sounded like Thad Hipple or Ringo 
Fink would be a guest that night on

The Andy Williams Show on the all- 
color network. 

Playing to a captive audience, the 
networks can't seem to resist the temp- 
tation to sell during every available 
moment. They are like vendors strolling 
through the ‘stands, hawking peanuts, 
popcorn and red hots. You wipe away 
a tear for the announcers, whose con- 
centration on the game is diluted by 
house plugs they are asked to read: 

“The big daddy of this form of ad- 
vertising is baseball. On local radio 
broadcasts, the game and the regular 
commercials are only incidental to the 
moving of tickets and souvenirs. During 
an average evening, your baseball 
broadcaster will remind you of ladies’ 
night, camera night, senior citizen night, 
bat day, American Legion day and 
Father's Day, featuring two tickets for 
the price of one. A radio special on 
gift items—only one dollar while they 
last—will get you a yearbook, a ball- 
point pen in the shape of a bat, and 
an autographed team picture. And 
tickets at all times can be purchased 
through the mail. 

In the wake of such merchantry, a 
simple commercial is a pleasure, even 
if it is delivered while rain is fall- 
ing in Baltimore. ~

ABOUT TELEVISION 


An irreverent magazine finds some 
of its best material on TV

With due apologies to the distinguished 
fraternity of television critics in the 
Nation’s press, we feel it our obliga- 
tion to report that the toughest—and 
funniest—television criticism today is 
appearing in a comic book called Mad 
magazine. 


An unorthodox product which looks 
as if it's aimed at low IQ’s and reads 
as if it’s written by high IQ's, Mad’s 
holy mission in life is to “puncture 
pretentious mediocrity.” It does punc- 
ture it; in all directions, and one of its 
ENG Greets is network television 
; ; —a TV satire appear- 
ing in almost every is- 
sue of the magazine. 
“TV is getting easier 
to lampoon all the 
time,” says puncturer- 
| in-chief Al Feldstein, 
“because it’s getting 
duller all the time. 
Right now the TV res- 
ervoir is overflowing.” 

The TV reservoir is 
the special province 
of five men—carica- 
turist Mort Drucker, 
and satirists Larry Sie- 
gel, Stan Hart, Dick de 
| Bartolo and Lou Sil- 
verstone. They habitu- 
ally go in for arduous 
| TV watching, and at 
regular intervals they 
stagger into editorial 
meetings to report 
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Sister Brazil, how many times have 
| told you not to use that horrid 
slang!? And a Novice Nun does 

NOT address her Mother Superior 

as “MOM”! Even in a FUN Convent!

their findings. ‘‘Usually,” relates asso- 
ciate editor Jerry De Fuccio, ‘they come 
in moaning, with their hands on their 


heads, and saying ‘Yecchh.’”’ The 
“Yecchhs’'' coagulate, somehow, into 
story ideas, then into rough drafts 


which Mr. Feldstein runs through his 
acidulous typewriter and which Mort 
Drucker illustrates with an uncanny 
realism. And the outcome is the broad 


gious tastelessness. 
“Sister Brazil,’ the hip 
heroine, carries on in 
her “fun convent" with 
hilarious grossness. She 
hails her Mother Supe- 
rior with a cheery ‘Hi, 
Mom!” and suggests to 
a cardinal that he “Cool 
it a second, baby.” She 


organizes a_ religious 
night-club act called 
“The Sisters and the 
Brothers **> — “Two 


swinging nuns and two 
monks, yeah!” And she 
puts religious commer- 
cials on the air, in 
which two nuns explain 
what to do about ‘“‘em- 
barrassing loose dan- 
druff on black habits.” 
Throughout the anticlerical orgy the 
show is archly defended by a nar- 
rator, One Bishop Fulton J. Showbiz, 
who keeps parrying distressed phone 
calls from such international holy men 
as Cardinal Cushing and Moshe Dayan 
in Tel Aviv. The climax of ‘The Flying 
Nut" is a backlash in Europe. ‘'Gee,” 
says Bishop Showbiz, “what do you 
know? Italy just went Presbyterian!’ —>

Another show that got the back of 
Mad’s hand is ‘‘Hokum’s Heroes.’’ Here, 
the first object of assault is the wildly 
implausible underground existence led 
by the allied captives. The Mad play 
opens to reveal a disgruntled bunch 
of Heroes: ‘‘What’s eating Colonel Ho- 
kum, anyway? He never goes swimming 
with us any more in our secret pool.” 
. . . “He cancelled all of our secret 
water polo matches.” . . . ‘‘He doesn’t 
tan himself under our secret sun, any 
more.” ... ‘Do you realize we haven't 
sent out anything from our secret food 
processing plant in over a week?” 

The mystery of Colonel Hokum’s with- 
drawal—and the second target—is 
soon revealed. He’s off telling Colonel 
Klunk he’s quitting the show. ‘But you 
can’t give up der Nazi humor!’’ protests 
Klunk. Colonel Hokum says reassuringly 
that he wouldn't dream of it—he’s 
going into a much funnier Nazi show 
—‘a brand-new weekly TV situation 
comedy featuring that gay, wild, zany, 
irrepressible bunch of World War II 
concentration camp prisoners . . . those 
happy inmates of Buchenwald, known 
as ‘Hochman’s Heroes.’ ”’ 


Sometimes Mad is irritated by a 
purely literary matter—such as the pre- 


dilection of antiheroes for  anticli- 
maxes. ‘'Well, let’s see,’ Mad muses, 
editorially, ‘‘we have super secret 
agents, like James Bond . . . and then 


we have stupid secret agents like Max- 
well Smart. So what’s left? How about 
agents who don’t do anything but 
talk?” Then follows Mad’s ‘Why Spy?” 

It opens with an explosive intro, 
consisting mostly of the heroes—''Killy”’ 
and ‘‘Scoot’’— playing violent tennis 
in 20 cities. Then Killy says: ‘Hi, 
there, folks. | sure hope you enjoyed 
that opening, because that’s all the 
action you’re going to see in this pro- 
gram!’ The spoof goes accordingly. 
A dangerous situation develops. Killy 
says, “OK, it’s time to go to work. 
Mainly, now we start talking cute.” 


Caution, Common Sense, & Nupercainal | Things get worse. Killy says, ‘They're 
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getting away! We've got to stop them.” 
Scoot answers, “OK, we'll chat fast.” 
Things get absolutely awful. The enemy 
declares, ‘“‘Now, they must die!’ Scoot 
protests, “You can’t kill us. We're not 
through chatting.” 

Although diseased drama is Mad’s 
primary preoccupation, the magazine 
doesn't neglect other aspects of TV 
programming. Sports coverage comes 
in for a share of needling. Mad recently 
reported on 1968's All-Star basketball 
team, commenting on one Ricky “Sin- 
cere’”’ Blaring: ‘‘By variously attributing 
his 38-point-per-game average of the 
previous season to the use of the 
proper shave cream, mouth wash, de- 
odorant, wart-remover, crankcase addi- 
tive and kosher salami, Blaring set a 
league record by earning $724,575 
in product endorsements this year.” 

Mad also administers an occasional 
kick in the pants to network news, for 
filling the airwaves with pompous 
amounts of nothing. One such onslaught 


is called “TV Coverage of an Off-Year 
Election." The winners are instantly 
announced in the first frame of the 
comic strip—five minutes before the 
polls open. The remaining dialogue— 
pages and pages of it--between the 
news specialists Frank McGoo, Chet 
Motley and David Wrinkley, deals ex- 
clusively with the workings of the trans- 
cendental computer. In between flash- 
ing lights, unintelligible graphs and 
meaningless _ statistics, one dimly 
grasps that somebody has been elected 
dog catcher somewhere. The show ends 
with Frank McGoo proudly saying, 
“Well, that’s about it, folks. In a little 
over 77 consecutive hours of tele- 
vision coverage of this off-year election, 
we've brought you nearly 70 minutes 
of actual excitement!” 

Finally, TV commercials are the ob- 
ject of loving study by Mad’s Yecchh- 
sayers, and lampoons of their favorites 
frequently appear, beautifully photo- 
graphed, on Mad’s back covers. —+

One famous commercial series is called 
““Mad’s Great Moments in Advertising.” 
One such great moment: “The day they 
shot the 10-foot-tall washing machine 
commercial in an 8-foot-high base- 
ment’; it shows a young couple rear- 
ing back in terror on the couch, as the 
washing machine, crowned with a box 
of ‘‘Dash,”’ bursts up through the living- 
room floor. Another is ‘‘The Day the 
Wrong Giant Came Out of the Washer 
—Ho, Ho, Ho!’ It shows a housewife, 
box of ‘Action’ in hand, shrieking 
with fright as a gigantic green hand 
holding a can of ‘‘Niblets’’ emerges 
from the washing machine. And then 
there’s the one showing a tiger gloat- 
ing with joy—he has just eaten a gas- 
station attendant. 

The response to all this enthusiastic 
bloodletting is everything the Madmen 
could wish it to be. Mad sells about 
2,000,000 copies at the newsstands— 
its letters columns are usually full of 
approbation from college students. One 
Cornell sample: ‘‘Issue after issue, you 
make everyone connected with the 
entertainment industry look like the 
idiots they really are. | cackle endlessly 
over your plots and dialogue gy 


Industry “‘idiots,’’ however, also cackle 
endlessly over Mad’s plots and dia- 
logue. Agency people revel in the 
spoofs of their ads, and pin them up 
proudly on Madison Avenue bulletin 
boards. And Mad’s files are full of 
mash notes from tickled actors. To wit: 
“Mad is escape-proof! | even read it 
on the run, David Janssen.” And: 
“You are lunatics, and your maga- 
zine is sheer idiocy. We hope they 
gather you up in white sheets and take 
you to the booby hatch where you be- 
long. AS a matter of fact, you can 
join us in ours. We loved the story and 
we love you all in a decent, 
manly way, of course! Gene Rodden- 
berry, executive producer, William Shat- 
ner and Leonard Nimoy, Star Trek.” 
So much of a status mark is it to 
be denounced by Mad that some stars 
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frankly write to ask how come they've 
been neglected. Martin Landau and 
Barbara Bain of Mission: Impossible 
wrote: “You've never given our series 
a satirical hosing. . . . Can it be that 
you've laid off because our writers af- 
ford us sensible plots?” “No,” answered 
the editor, ‘‘we've laid off because our 
writers haven't afforded us _ inane- 
enough plots—until now!’ Then ap- 
peared: ‘Mission: Ridiculous.” 

According to editor Feldstein, no 
star has ever been really angered by 
a Mad satire. “At least,’’ he adds, 
“we've never been sued!’’ 

“The industry generally loves us, the 
actors and crews love us, and only 
about a half-dozen producers hate our 
guts,” reports art director John Put- 
nam, cheerfully. ‘The ones who hate 
us tend to be the writers. They get 
awful blows from us. They deserve 
them.” 


There is one industry group, however, 
which hates Mad most of all—and 
that is the top network hierarchy. Re- 
lates Jerry De Fuccio with indignant 
laughter; “You know, when Mort 
Drucker does these realistic caricatures, 
he needs pounds of pictures to work 
from. We have trouble getting them! 
ABC is very nice. Their publicity de- 
partment has some imagination. But 
CBS and NBC? No co-operation at all! 
| call them up. They say, ‘You’re not 
on our acceptable list. | say, ‘Why 
not?’ They say, ‘We’re not going to 
conspire with you to ridicule our pro- 
grams!’ It’s ludicrous. It doesn’t stop 
us. We have spies on the ‘acceptable’ 
magazines. They get the pix and ship 
them over to us!” 

“The networks are idiots,’ snaps 
editor Feldstein. ‘I think they're afraid 
we're going to uncover something 
people don’t know about. It's ridiculous. 
We only write about what's already 
public knowledge.”

Most of the time Dr. Kildare was at 
Blair hospital, it appears he was giving 
a lot of attention to a private patient 
named Richard Chamberlain, a notably 
handsome, reasonably rich young man 
who was a television star. Among 
Chamberlain’s symptoms was a mild 
surprise that the success which had 
seemed so desirable when he was a 
struggling actor had brought him neither 
great happiness nor complete satisfac- 
tion. Dr. Kildare diagnosed boredom, 
due to overlong exposure in one series, 
and prescribed a complete change of 
roles and scenery. 

Two years ago the series finally ex- 
pired, despite frantic transfusions of 
guest stars, and passed from the world 
of first runs into the great beyond of 
the residuals. Dr. Kildare doffed his 
white coat for the last time and, with the 
self-knowledge gained by his long study 
of himself, went out to compete in show 
business again as Richard Chamberlain, 
journeyman actor. 

Friendly voices urged him to stay 
close to television, where he was an 
established name, to learn from the 
fate of so many small-screen stars 
before him who had tried to repeat 
their fame on stage and in films and 
had vanished into the small print of 
supporting casts. Chamberlain thanked 
them for their good intentions and 
continued on his professionally perilous 
way. And this is a progress report as 
it emerged in a long talk in a hotel 
room just off the Champs Elysées in 
Paris. 


Outside, the streets still bore the traces 
of the student demonstrations that led 
to the political crisis in France, and 
Chamberlain said he believed in the 
younger generation and was sorry he 
was too old (he’s all of 33!) to take part 
in the exciting developments in the 
world of youth. 

“When | was at school,” he said, ‘“‘it 
hardly occurred to us to question au- 
thority. It didn’t occur to us that we 
could protest with any success. Most

viewed by the big firms. Not that | 
sympathize a lot with violence unless 
it's the only way you can get action. 
But someone better find some answers 
to the questions students are asking.”

He plays Roderick, 
the romantic lead, a study in youthful 
innocence (to quote the publicity) and 
he was asked how this squared with 
his stated belief that ‘the most boring 
part | can think of is the pure-minded 
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leading man with no problems, no faults 
or weaknesses.” 

“Did | say that?” he said, letting the 
sentence convey an unspoken “or did 
a press agent?” “Of course a leading 
man can be fascinating. The challenge 
is to make him fascinating. I’ve got two 
good chances to do so in ‘Chaillot,’ two 
good scenes. One of them is with Kate 
[Hepburn]. She pretends I’m an old 
lover of hers. | go along with her and 
over her shoulder | see Nanette New- 
man, the incredibly lovely wife of 
[director] Bryan Forbes. And | play the 
love scene to her. 

“The other scene is with Donald 
Pleasence’’—one of the most accom- 
plished character actors in the business. 

| brought him word that British film 
critics had praised his small but effec- 
tive role as Julie Christie's violent hus- 
band in ‘‘Petulia,” and he was genuinely 
pleased. One critic applauded his 
breakaway from his ‘antiseptic image.” 
“Pd rather play villains,’ he said. 
“They're often more real than heroes, 
who tend to be a kind of impossible 
wish fulfillment. But shows like Kildare 


are valid if only because they give 
people a chance to escape from them- 
selves and their own relationships into 
a fantasy world.” 

He remarked that he still gets fan mail 
in quantities; though nothing like the 
record 11,000 letters a week that used 
to avalanche into the studios at the 
height of Dr. Kildare’s popularity. Look- 
ing back, as he sometimes does, at 
that part of his life, he finds he has no 
real regrets. 

“Vd do it all over again if this were 
seven years ago and | were a young 
actor looking for a break,” he said. “Dr. 
Kildare gave me a house, money in the 
bank and opened other doors. 

“And | learned a lot—that acting is a 
harsh, competitive business, and you 
have to look after yourself in front of 
the cameras. | learned to save my acting 
for the close-up shots because those 
are the shots they use in television. It 
was wonderful at first—the relationship 
between Kildare and Dr. Gillespie inter- 
ested me. But as time went on, it 
became more and more an anthology 
show, and the guest stars became — 
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continued 


more and more important. 

“They ran out of arguments. | re- 
member once Dr. Kildare killed a pa- 
tient. We were keeping him alive with 
machines. None of his vital organs 
would work without them. Turning off 
the machine was not murder, but it was 
a terrible decision. Fascinating, that kind 
of stuff. But in Kildare they’d often write 
around problems. TV never gets to the 
heart of a problem. Producers have a 
tendency to skirt issues or merely sug- 
gest them. 

“Then again, once a show has made 
it, they cut the budget every year. The 
top producers move on to other projects 
and turn it over to their assistants. And 
later their assisants turn it over to their 
assistants.” 


As though the conversation were strik- 
ing too serious a note he flashed the 
dazzling smile again. 


“That's why | jumped out of the 
nest,’’ he said. 
Chamberlain isn't the first actor to 


find the struggle more exciting than the 
final achievement. 

“Like everyone else, | dreamed of 
getting a starring part,’’ he said. ‘You 
want attention and all that nonsense. 
When I'd gotten it with Kildare, | found 
it was not as satisfying to me as it is 
with some other people. There were 
moments | found satisfying, but not 
enough of them. At the end in Kildare 
| couldn't find anything new to say with 
the character. | had worn out every 
facet. What will satisfy me now is being 
a good actor and having a feeling of 
being creative again." 

After leaving Kildare, he signed, with 
much fanfare, for the musical-comedy 
version of the film ‘Breakfast at Tif- 
fany’s.” 

“It was ghastly,’ he shuddered. “A 
complete flop. We were nearly laughed 
off the stage at previews.” 

He toured with ‘‘West Side Story” and 
with “The Philadelphia Story,” and dur- 
ing the latter tour he was the escort of 
Joan Marshall, a girl he described as 
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“very similar to Kate Hepburn.”’ He said 

they were no longer dating but an 

astrologer had assured him he would 

get married at 38 or 39 and have two 

children. He added that he did not, of 

course, believe in astrology but since 

he was Aries, perhaps it would be better 

for him to have a Sagittarius or Libra® 
mate (and he asked me, almost auto- 

matically, my zodiacal sign). 

“I've always been an Anglophile,”’ he 
said, ‘‘so | went to England and set up 
a home, and now I've got as many 
friends there as | have in Los Angeles. 
The BBC asked me to appear in a serial 
based on Henry James’ ‘The Portrait of 
a Lady,’ in which | played an American 
visitor to London, dying of tuberculosis.” 

TV critics liked him, and he enjoyed 
both the role and the anonymity of 
walking unrecognized in the London 
streets, mainly because the long hair 
acted as a disguise. He is impressed 
with the BBC’s dedication to drama. 
“When | was touring with ‘West Side 
Story,’ I'd hear waitresses and others 
say: ‘What's happening to TV? What's 
the reason programs are becoming so 
idiotic?’ They wanted more drama." 


Ideally, he said, he’d like to divide his 
time between his house and filming in 
Hollywood, and his flat and the theater 
in London. 

“After this film I’m going back to 
England to look for more theatrical 
work. Several repertory companies have 
expressed an interest in my joining 
them, but the difficulty is finding Amer- 
ican parts in the plays they do. | can't 
play Englishmen, at least not yet.” 

An English girl who was present 
disagreed. She said Chamberlain had 
developed the sort of ‘mid-Atlantic’’ 
accent that enables actors like David 
Niven to play either side. 

“But repertory companies are where 
English actors start their careers,” | 
said. 

“When it comes to acting,’”’ smiled the 
star of five years of Dr. Kildares, ‘‘\'m 


just beginning.”

To your prepared batter of Bonanza, 
sift in a cupful of The High Chaparral, 
beat vigorously with The Big Valley 
and then season carefully, particularly 
this season, with everything but the 
old-time TV violence. And, in the end, 
if you’re lucky, you'll have a remark- 
able combination of something which 
might be called, as you prefer, either 
Sonsmoke or Half Son, Will Travel. Actu- 
ally, as you probably know by now, the 
two main characters here are _half- 
brothers—but no matter, this show does 
nothing else by halves. It's probably 
the best-directed and scenically the 
most satisfying Western we've seen. 


In the first episode, Murdoch Lancer 
(Andrew Duggan) is shot and almost 
killed, and his foreman is shot and 
killed by horse thieves. Whereupon 
Murdoch orders Pinkerton men to find 
his two sons to help him gun the 
ranch—men whom he hasn’t seen since 
they were nippers. One of these, Johnny 
Madrid (James Stacy), is found in 
Mexico, where he is about to be ex- 
ecuted by an outlaw desperado; the 
other, Scott Lancer (Wayne Maunder), 
is found in a Beacon Hill bedroom, 
where he is about to be seduced by a 
Boston debutante. Saving them both 
from such terrible fates, the Pinkertons 
bring them to Murdoch, who manfully 
explains why he’s been such a bad 
dad. To Scott he says, ‘You were born, 
she died, | left you with her folks.” 
To Johnny, “Then | met your mother. 
One morning | woke up and she was 
gone and you with her.” But though 
Scott buys, Johnny doesn’t. ‘That,’ he 
says, ‘‘ain’t the way | heard it.’ And

so it's up to Teresa (Elizabeth Baur), 
daughter of the late foreman, to make 
Johnny see the right. 


As you can gather, what dominates 
this show is the father-son relationship 
—one always dear to the hearts of 
Hollywood writers, so many of whom 
are two- or three-family men. When the 
writers can’t find enough of this filial 
trouble in their own show, they go out of 
their way to borrow more—the second 
episode, for example, revolved entirely 
around a little boy who had never 
known his outlaw father. Incidentally, 
Murdoch and Scott were the big prin- 
cipals here, and we were worried all the 
way through because we knew Johnny 
was probably already working on the 
third episode and couldn't help. 


Andrew Duggan, who stands 6-feet-5, 
is a fine father figure in this show, 
and, for that matter, there’s nothing 
wrong with the figure cut by Miss Baur. 
It's just that she has so darn much ex- 
plaining to do. The real star of this 
show, however, is James Stacy. A for- 
mer professional football player, he is 
nonetheless as convincing gentle as he 
is convincing tough—and he is easily the 
most exciting new actor in a series 
we've seen this year. And finally, don’t 
neglect Wayne Maunder. He was _for- 
merly Custer, and from that massacre 
he evidently learned a lot. He may not 
be as clearly defined as his father and 
brother, but never mind. Because, be- 
tween you and me, he just might get the 
girl. And if he does—if a Boston man 
gets the girl—take it from another 
Boston man, it will be a television first,
